SUMMARY OF BILL: Requires health insurance plans to cover the cost
of reconstructive surgery for congenital or developmental deformities in certain
children.

Estimate assumes that:

there is no impact to the TennCare Program because
such surgery is considered medically necessary and is
currently covered.

the bill does not affect the state health insurance plan
or self-funded Ilocal government plans because of
Federal law (ERISA).

some private health insurance plans do not cover such
surgery and this mandate would increase expenditures
for some private plans.
